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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 2/23/04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the GB 758 reference is not properly combinable with JP '573 
because such a combination destroys the funtion of GB 758 and creates an unworkable device. 
The examiner does not agree. The examiner would like to note that the GB 758 reference is 
used as a teaching reference to teach that it is well known in the prior art to have rods separate 
and supported independently of vehicles of the known type. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the rod being 
a drape mechanism to allow the cover to be draped thereover and the rod being able to spin 
freely) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The examiner further notes that the teaching involves a rod supported independently and 
that the rod of JP '573 is not be changed in terms of its functionality, just its location and 
positioning relative the vehicle. More specifically, GB 758 teaches a support structure for a rod, 
wherein the support structure is provided separate from a vehicle. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an excessive number 
of references (specifically at least 5 different references), reliance on a large number of 
references in a rejection does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed 
invention, See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991).
